One of the most important con- 


siderations every lawyer has to 
determine is where his client's suit 
will be filed and tried. This 
is 


termed "venue," or place by your 
attorney. 
This is true 
both in 


civil actions, i. e., personal injury 
action, 
dispute of a 
contract of 


property, and criminal fictions of 
person accused of a crime. 


Venue then means, the place of 


trial, the geographical location 
in 


Which an action or legal proceed- 
ing should be brought to trial. 


Our law expresses by statutes » 


faith in local people to do justice 
ih local cases, 
involving local 


people. We see this civil actions 
when we select our jury commis- 
sioners and petit jurors among the 
people of our own County. Same 
is true in criminal actions, for it 
is the County or place where 
a 


crime takes place tlwl we select 
our trial purors, elect our judges 
and prosecuting attorney, hold the 
trial and the verdict is returned 
and sentencing or judgment is pro- 
nounced. 


However, 
the law 
recognizes 


thai upon occasion the place of an 
action, may not result in a fair 
and impartial trial. This is easily 
understood, -especially in criminal 
actions. Take for example the case 
where 
in a small community a 


murder was 
committed. The de- 


ceased was well 'known and liked 
by everyone in 
the community, 


and the murderer was generally 
known 'by everyone. The people of 
the community were Was against 
the accused and the accused could 
not obtain a fair 
and 
impartial 


trial. Under these 
circumstances 


the Court 
in the community in 


which the murder took place, could 
upon proper application by the at- 
torney for the accused, order the 
trial held in another county. 


Same is true in civil actions. 


Take for 
example where a large 


corporation 
filed suit for debt 


against a group of individuals who 
aroused public sympathy in their 
favor to such an extent the cor- 
poration plaintiff could not obtain 
a fair and 
impartial trial. Inc 


Court, upon 
proper application, 


could order the trial held in anoth- 
er County. 


In all, the important thing to re- 


member regarding venue, is thai 
generally 
the place where 
the 


events occur, is the place where a 
legal action will 'be tried, but that 
because of_ bias, undue influence 
ov prejudice the place of trial can 
be changed in order that all per- 
sons concerned may obtain a fair 
and impartial trial, in both civil 
and criminal actions.
